THE CRUEL HEAT CLAIMS SCORES 
OF VICTIMS. 


UNPARALLELED SUFFERING. 


On the East Side the Hydrants Were 
Turned On and People Wallow- 
ed in the Water.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Last night was 
filled with horror for many in this city, and 
this morning broke with the prostrate in 
every quarter. Yesterday had been oppres- 
sive beyond the conception of those not en- 
during it, and hundreds of thousands un- 
easily wended their way homeward, hoping 
to get a night of rest, but fearful that they 
would fall by the wayside en route. 

On every hand they saw or heard stories 


of the frightful death-dealing work of the. 


heat, but few knew the true enormity of the 
situation. 

At 6 o'clock the newspaper reports gave 
thirty-five dead and thirty-seven prostrat- 
ed. It was 8 o'clock when full reports be- 
gan to circulate, and from then until long 
after midnight the list grew until the ap- 
palling situation fairly dazed those in pos- 
eession of the facts. 

It is almost certain that the death list 
exceeds 190 for the day in Greater New 
York and the suburbs, while the prostra- 
tions were fully 300. A policeman fell dead 


trated woman. Another officer dropped at 
his post on Allen street. A third died in a 
hospital. A fireman fell while crossing the 
street. A workman on a high building 
Was sunstruck and rolled to the ground 


offices. Women fell to the floor while shop- 
ping. A driver fell off the seat of his truck 
dead. All sorts and conditions of men 
Are among the victims. 

Hospital doctors and nurses gave out 
from exhaustion, and volunteers took their 
places. Ambulances could not answer all 
the calls. At Bellevue they utilized supply 
wagons and even the Morgue dead wagon 
to bring in the victims of the heat. A 
‘demand was made upon the Police Depart- 
ment for assistance, and the patrol wagons 
“wert pressed into service as ambvuiances. 


Gangs of men went through the East Side 
last night opening every hydrant. From 
Houston to Division street, east of the 
Bowery, every street was filled with run- 
ning water. Half naked men and women 
plunged into the hydrant streams. Chil- 
dren lay in the water in the gutters. 

At Bellevue every available inch of space 
Was occupied with the sufferers. Never in 

the history of the institution has it been so 
crowded. Cots were placed in the passage- 
ways, and the Siurgiss pavilion for con- 
valescing surgical cases, which in previous 
years has been kept closed during July and 
August, was thrown open. It, too, was 
filled within a few minutes. 

Twenty-three doctors stuck to their posts, 
although some of them were on the verge 
of collapse themselves. They received wel- 
come aid during the afternoon, when Miss 
Ada A. Willard, Superintendent of the 
Mills Training School, who had heard of the 
condition of things there, went with twelve 
of her nurses and voiunteered to help in 
the work of relief. 

The condition of things in the other hos- 
pitais was similar to that at Bellevue. St. 
Vincent's oniy ambulance was useless, as 
the horse was in a dying condition from 
pverwork. 

During the day Public Works Commission- 
er Collis promuigated an order that until 
further orders the hours of duty of laborers 
on pubiic highways shall commence at 6 a. 
m. and terminate at ll a. m. This will 
constitute @ full days work. The repairs 
of streets will be confined to the shady side 
of those running north and south. All 
other repairs, excepting emergency cases, 
will be postponed. 

The Poiice and Fire Departments are gut- 
fering greatly. There were seven policemen 
who were prostrated in this city and Brook- 
lyn, and of these five died. 

Over half the firemen who have been called 
to Gres during the last five days are inca- 
pacitated.

The mortuary record of Monday was the 
heaviest of the year, except that of June 
1, when the death roll consequent upon the 
tornado, broke all records. There were 9% 
burial permits issued by Mortuary Clerk 
Karges, and 3 of these were charged to 
the excessive heat. 

The first death from heat prostration was 
on July 28, and the victim was Mrs. Cather- 


ine Byrnes, who was stricken in Calvary 
Cemetery while attending the bufial of @ 
friend. She died the next day at Mullanphy | 
Hospital. 

There vvere 22 deaths from sunstroke the 
last three days in July, and up to the close

ZAYAS DIED HARD. 


The Cuban General Kept His Last 
Bullet for Himself. 


KEY WEST, Fia., Aug. 11.—How Gen. 
Bruno Zayas, the Cuban leader, met his 


Rosello, leading attorneys of Cardenas, 


and Rosello left Cuba several days ago with 
dispatches for the Cuban Junta 5 New 
York. They put to sea in an open boat, and

RAG MONEY. 


The organs of the British financial idea 
are holding up the South’ Amefgican 
States as dreadful examples of the ‘evils 
of a “depreciated currency on a monomet- 
allic silver basis.“ . 

This is fortunate, for nothing could do 
more to rouse Americans to the necessity 
of immediate reform in our finances than 
a clear understanding of conditions in 
South America as they exist under En- 
glish trade and financial domination of 
those countries. 

It is not true, in the first place, that 
South American countries are on a i- 
ver basis; They are or a basis of rag 
money issued chiefly by English bankers 
through their local agents. 

According to the circular recently pre- 
pared by the Cleveland administration— 


~.| which will be accepted as McKinley au- 


thority in favor of maintaining the ex- 
isting gold basis,“ all the countries of 
South America have only $30,000,000 in 
silver, while they have $40,000,000 in 
gold and 350,000, 000 in paper, largely 
bank notes issued through corporations 
controlled in London and other Euro- 
pean cities. 

Thus while South America has only 
83 cents a head of population in silver, 
it has $1.11 in gold and $15 in paper. 

Two things are evident here. First, 
that South America is impoverished not 
by the coinage of silver, but by the lack 
of silver to coin. Instead of “dumping” 
their silver on South American mints, 
European countries are keeping it at 
home, leaving the South Americans to the 
mercy of the Rothschilds and those great 
European financiers who put J. Pierpont 
Morgan and other of their agents in 
charge of American campaign work in 
presidential years. 

South America is a trade-tributary and 
financial dependency of London. This

England forever. 

GOLD STANDARD WAGES. 

In 1892, and in other years previous and 
subsequent to that, Republican journals 
have printed tables from consular re- 
ports showing the wages paid mechanics 
in England.

VON DER AME WILL NEVER SELL 


Has ud Two Handsome Offers This 
Season, but Refused Them— 
Sporting News.

It was so well founded that it mentioned 
fhe name of the man who had, according to 
the wise ple, had an optign on the fran- 
chise, or had, in fact, already’purchased it. 

It was stated that Mr. William Nolker of 
the Brinckwirth-Nolker Brewing Company 
had secured the franchise from Chris Von 
der Ahe, the present holder. 

According to the mental we amme of the 
circulators, Mr. Von der Ahe had decided to 
retire ea business and live the life of a 
man of leisure. They had a nice trip to 
Geimeny wares out for him after he ha 
qu't base ball in St. Louis. 

Mr. Nolker told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that there was no truth whatever in the 
story as far as it concerned him. 

“T have a few shares of stock in the 
club,” he said, “that I have held ever since 
it was incorporated. I have not tried to buy 
the franchise, nor do I want it. 

Mr. Von der Ahe is at present in West 
Raden Springs, Ind., on a pleasure trip. 
Secretary Muckenfuss, his confidential man, 
laughed when asked whether his employer 
contemplated a retirement from base ball. 

“Mr. Von der Ahe will be in base ball as 
long as he lives,” said Mr. Muckenfuss. 
“He would part with everything he has in 
the world rather than let go of the base 
ball franchise. That is everything to him. 
He grew up with base ball. It made him 
wealthy and famous. No; he may sell the 
race track, the chutes, all his personal 
property, but never his franchise. 

“Why should he? He is still a young 
man, and has to have something to do. He 
cannot live anything t a dusy life. He 
works hard, and the team is, even as a 
tail-ender, a money maker. He made $20,- 
000 last year on it, and will make as much 
this season. If he can get a first division 
team together he will make $75,000 next 
year. 

“I know it has been rumored that he 
wanted to sell the franchise. Several 
wealthy men have heard it, and Mr. Von 
der Ahe has had two splendid offers to 
buy it. But it can’t be bought, because he 
would not sell it at twice itg market value. 

“The St. Louis franchise and team is a 
very valuable property. The franchise has 
yet five years to run and will probably be 
renewed at the expiration of that time. 
St. Louis is one of the best base ball cities in 
America, and with a ae team the 
profit would be enormous and hard to esti- 
mate. Experts say that a first division 
team would net its owners from $75,000 to 
$100,000 in a season.“

POWER FOR PACHUCA. 


Important Silver Mines in Mexico to 


Resume Operations. 


MEXICO CITY, Mex., Aug. Il.—The 
Reglo Electric Power Transmission Co. of 
Pachuca will begin the last of this month 
to send power into that important mining 
city from water falls, 2 miles distant, 
and it is estimated that it will be able to 
furnish 1,200 horse power. Several great 
reduction works will take this power at an 
annual charge of $2.50 per horse re 
twenty-four consecutive hours. The el- 
ton water wheels re employed and all 
machinery and supplies are from the United 
States. A stiff improvement in mining 
2 and a revival of speculation is pre- 

icted.

hey have less to lose. 

This is the district and this is the class 
of people that Mr. Theodore Daneri has 
taken it upon himself to cater to. He has 
a saloon on Fourteenth and Pine streets. 

Mr. Daneri is a young man, but he is a 
tough one. He has seen only one side of 
fife, and that has been composed of the 


dark ages of sin. 

Mr, Daneri a face that resembles an 
intelligent bull dog’s. It would do very well 
for that of a political bruiser in one of 

uck’s cartoons. Still he is a od fel- | 
ow. All his patrons vouch for him, and 
therefore it must be go. 

One of the gentleman's chief distinctions 
in his relationship to the Hon. Joe Daneri, 
@ representative in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture. He has the honor of being a younger 
brother to this distinguished individual, 
who, when not busy with affaires of state, 
is engaged in selling booze to scarlet wo- 
men and the worthies they reward with 
their loves. 

Theodore doesn’t cut as much ice poli- 
tically as Joseph, but he is not one whit 
behind him in the way he runs his saloon. 

It stands on the southeast corner of Four 
teenth and Pine streets, in a three-story 
brick building. The “ladies” entrance“ is 
on Fourteenth street back of the saloon. 

The “ladies’’ who assemble in the little 
wine-room back here are very proud of this 
title. It is almost exclusively self-applied, 
and should anyone have the temerity to 
Gainsay it it is maintained with so rous 
@ series of expletives as to stop all argu- 
ment if not to enforce belief. 

The wine room downstairs is a very ordi- 
nary affair. Practically no effort at privacy 
is made. One would imagine on passing that 
the proprietor mistrusted his guests and 
feared for their conduct, were he to give 
them an opportunity of despoiling them- 
selves according to the dictates of their own 
Sweet will. e 

A passer-by on the street can see right 
into the room. It is open to the gaze of all. 
There are no curtains to decelve you, and 
if you don’t happen to know Mr. Daneri you 
get the impression that he must have con- 
ecientious scruples which unfit him for busi- 
ness in this locality. 

But if you do happen to know Mr. Daneri 
or take the trouble to investigate u will 
find that he never allows such a little thing 
as a regard for morals to interfere with his 
pursuit of the elusive dollar. 

There is another wine room upstairs where 
ladies and gentlemen may go when they 
do not wish to be used by the rot seter to 
prove to the world that he runs his place on 
the level.“

may have in view, Mr. Daneri gives it 
to them in proportion to the amount of 
drinks they buy. The more drinks pur- 
chased, the more opportunity for tete-a- 
tetes.
